Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Town of Nelson 


March 9, 1965 : 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 p.m. by the Moder- 
ator who read the Town Warrant and the following articles 
were voted on.

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ARTICLE 2.—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $19,374.00 to defray Town charges for the year en- 
suing. 

ARTICLE 8—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $12,500.00 for the repair of highways and bridges. 
$5,500.00 of which shall be for summer maintenance and 
$7,000.00 for winter maintenance. 


ARTICLE 4—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $409.75 as the Town’s share of T. R. A. construction 
costs, the state’s share being $2,731.68. 

ARTICLE 5—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $600.00 for the purchase of calcium chloride. 

ARTICLE 6—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300.00 for the purchase of culverts. 

ARTICLE 7—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $249.00 as the Town’s fair share of the costs of oper- 
ating the Elliot Community Hospital.

ARTICLE 18—It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $150.00 for the purchase of an adding machine for the 
use of the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 19—To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $500 for the purchase of radio equipment for the 
Police Department. A written ballot was asked for.

ARTICLE 22—It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell at public auction to any proper buyer any and all parcels 
of property conveyed to the Town by Tax Collector’s or other 
deeds and to execute, acknowledge, and deliver appropriate 
deeds thereof. 


ARTICLE 23—To ascertain the wishes of the Town relative 
to the appointment of a committee and the appropriation of 
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monies to be used in preparation of the celebration of the 
200th anniversary of the settlement of Nelson which occurs in 
MLV 

AMENDMENT: It was moved and seconded that Dr. 
Parke Struthers be named chairman of a committee the other 
members to be selected by the chairman, with the Board of Sel- 
ectmen serving as members ex officio; the purpose of said com- 
mittee being to develop a plan and program for the suitable 
observance of the coming Bicentennial of the settlement of 
the Town of Nelson; and that said committee be authorized 
to spend an amount not to exceed $100.00 for necessary pre- 
liminary expenses.

Under article 19 in the 1965 warrant two police radios were 
ordered of which one was received and the other went astray in 
transit. It has been difficult to secure another radio to replace 
the one lost because of fund lmitations but the writer has 
finally been able to secure one and it has been installed. The 
radio which was installed in the Constable’s vehicle has proven 
its value many times and one wonders how it has been possible 
to have operated efficiently in the past without it. The Mut- 
ual Aid Center in Keene which is in operation 24 hours a day 

‘can be contacted thru the radios and is most helpful in dispatch- 

ing aun ambulance or State Police Officer to help in an emer- 
gency. This is, of course, much better than having to depend 
upon reaching a telephone. 


Both members of your department were privileged to at- 
tend, in company with an interested town resident, a seven 
weeks course offered by the New Hampshire Department of 
Public Safety in several phases of police procedures. This 
course was found to be most helpful in learning proper hand- 
ling of certain phases of police work. It is hoped that other 
eourses of this nature may be offered.

To the School Board and Citizens of Nelson: 
I hereby submit my fourth annual report. 


STAFF CHANGES: There were no teaching staff changes. 
However, with the change of residence of Mrs. Maxine Dob- 
son, we started the year without the services of a school nurse 
and, at the time of writing, no replacement has been secured.

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The current enrollment shows a total of forty-nine boys 
and girls enrolled in grades one through twelve. This is a de- 
erease of eight over a year ago. Five of the eight is reflected 
in the Munsonville School enrollment. 

The possible future first grade enrollment figures are com- 
piled from school census data procured during the late sum- 
mer. Concerning future elementary enrollments, it is difficult to 
forecast trends because of the relatively small school popula- 
tion. One or two families moving in or out can affect pre- 
dictions based upon enrollment projections. Keeping this limita- 
tion in mind, it appears that next year’s elementary enroll- 
ment will not change significantly. After next year, however, 
the projections show a gradual increase in elementary enroll- 
ments. 

SCHOOL FACILITIES: During the summer, the Munson- 
ville School was painted on the outside with breathers installed 
where needed to help eliminate peeling. A regular program of 
summer maintenance was also carried on, including the pointing 
of bricks in the foundation wall. 

EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM: The AREA Planning Board 
consisting of members from Harrisville, Chesterfield, Keene, 
Nelson and Westmoreland have been working diligently over 
the past two years studying educational arrangements for our 
secondary pupils. By the time this has been published, a pub- 
lic hearing will have been held for the Nelson citizens at which 
time the plan is explained. A special school district meeting is 
also planned to provide the opportunity for Nelson to either 
accept or reject the proposal. 

Whatever the outcome, the Nelson Planning Committee is 
to be complimented for the long hours and dedicated service 
they have given to the task of insuring the best possible sec- 
ondary educational program. 

In conelusion, I wish to express my sincere gratitude to the 
teachers, pupils and parents, the School Board, and the patrons 
of our school for their understanding and cooperation.
